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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 



the invention. 

a) Claim 1 : crosslinkable is vague in that it is not clear if the crosslinking actually occurs, or if 
it is merely possible. 

b) Claim 4: the meaning of double is not clear. What is double? 



c) Claims 6-8: 



there is no antecedent basis for "the reactive silicon group". 



d) Claim 8: there is no antecedent basis for "the oxypropylene polymer (A)".

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Page 25, line 8 to page 4, line 8: it is not clear what is meant by "double metal cyanide 
complex catalyst". Double what? 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: claims should not be 
plural. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 2002 - 
194204. 
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See translation. 

'204 teaches a curable composition, that may be used as a sealant (page 18 of 
translation), that comprises: 

a) an oxyalkylene polymer (which may be propylene oxide) (p 11), that has reactive silicon 
groups , which may be methyldimethoxysilyl, and which may be at the terminus (p 7, 9). The 
polymer may have been polymerized by a metal cyanide complex catalyst (p 11). The Mn is 
6000-50000 (pi 9). 

b) a polymer formed from (meth)acrylic alkyl ester (p 20), such as methyl acrylate (p22), at 70% 
or more (p22), and containing silicon groups (p 27), and having a Mn of 500-100000 (p30). 

c) polyoxyalkylene plasticizer, along with other plasticizers, such as phthalates (p 48). The Mn is 
as low as 1000 (p49). The ratio of plasticizer to the polymers is 1-100: 100 (p 50). 

The ratio of a) to b) is 100: 1-300 (p 37). a) and b) are either synthesized separately or 
together (p 37). Fillers such as calcium carbonate, which is representative of a granular material, 
and balloons may be present (pp 38-39). 

The Mn and ratios overlap with those claimed by applicant. The CaC03 particle size is 
reported to be 1-20 urn (p 38), and the size of the balloons is not reported. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have optimized these sizes thru no more than routine 
experimentation as these types of fillers are known to affect the properties of a coating or sealant. 
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'204 does not disclose that the sealant composition is applied to ceramic siding boards, 
but it appears that as a sealant, the composition could be applied to a variety of surfaces.
